The report of the Gas Inspector for the 
month of December, 1923, was _ received 
and placed on file. 


Gentlemen of the Council: 

You no doubt have observed, and are 
aware of the very serious situation, brought 
about by the traffic congestion at inter- 
sections of some of the down town streets. 


With the idea in view of submitting to 


‘your Honorable Body, suggestions whereby 


substantial relief could be rendered at some 
of the intersections where congestion is 
the worst, I have had the situation studied 
for some time past and recommenc that 
a traffic control system be installed at the 
corner of Capitol and Michigan, Ottawa 
and Washington, Grand and Michigan and 
at Washington and Allegan, these signals 
to be operated from the present traffic 
tower at Washington and Michigan. 


I find that such a system as outlined 
above, Sager Peer automatic control for 
intersection at enipen and Pennsylvania, 
can be purchased and installed for $2,985.00 


Should it be your jucgment that these 
controls be installed, provision should be 
made to take care of the work prior to 
other street improvements planned.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MARKET 
MASTER. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Coun- 
cilmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The season just closed has been the most 
successful one in the history of the city 
market. More sellers have registered on 
the market this year and more buyers have 
availed themselves of the opportunity to 
purchase their supplies at the market than 
any other year in the history of the mar- 
ket. This measure of success in both buy- 
ing and selling has been aided largely by 
the excellent support of the city press, the 
Merchants’ Bureau of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and the co-operation of the 
City Council and City Officials. 


- The city market is also acting as a 
diearing house for buyers and sellers for 
hay, oats, straw, wood, etc., for which 
no charge is made. I believe we have 
reached the zenith of prosperity from a 
financial standpoint unless more stalls are 
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provided for local growers and sellers who 
come as far as 150 miles or more. The 
most urgent need of the market at pres- 
ent is another building which will provide 
more stalls with part of them enclosed 
for winter use. With these accommoda- 
tions the market would be active during 
the winter season. Four hundred and thirty 
different sellers, as registered on the mar- 
ket this season, cannot conveniently sell 
from 77 stalls. 

With Lansing’s rapicly increasing pop- 
ulation we need to encourage many more 
regular market gardeners in this vicinity, 
—_ ample space should be provided for 
them. 


The total receipts of the market from 
May Ist, 1923, to December 31, 1923, is 
$1,529.50 which is nearly double the re- 
ceipts for any single year during the past 
four years, or more than four times the 
combined receipts of the last four fiscal 
years,

This Contract and Agreement, voaile and 
entered into by and between the City of 
Lansing, State of Michigan, party of the 
First Part, and The New York Central 
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Railroad Company, a Corporation, Party 
of the Second Part, Witnesseth: 


Whereas, First Party has about com- 
pleted the construction of a bridge across 
the Grand River and across the tracks of 
Second Party in Shiawassee street in said 
City, and which said bridge has been so 
built that the concrete encasement around 
the columns on the westerly side of the 
tracks of the said Second Party clears a 
line twenty-one and thirty-five hundredths 
(21.35) feet westerly of and parallel with 
the center line of the middle or main track 
of said Second Party and the centers of 
the columns on the easterly side of said 
main tracks are sixty-six and one-half 
(6614) feet easterly from the center of the 
columns on the westerly side of said main 
track; furthermore, the concrete facia 
around the southerly column on the easter- 
ly side of said main track is seven (7) 
feet from the nearest rail of the easterly 
side track, and furthermore, the vertical 
clearance between the top of rail of said 
main or center track and the underside 
of the bridge is eighteen (18) feet and the 
vertical clearance between the top of rail 
of the sidetracks either side of the main 
track and the underside of the bridge is 
not less than seventeen and one-half (17%) 
feet; and, 


Whereas, the construction of said bridge 
necessitates a change in the facilities for 
reaching the freight house, team tracks and 
other railroad facilities of said Second 
Party lying immediately to the south of 
said bridge; and, 


Whereas, the said City in-order to give 
the best facilities under present conditions 
for reaching said freight terminals of the 
said Railroad Company and secure to it as 
easy access as is possible under the cir- 
cumstances has agreed with said Railroad 
Company to do certain things in further- 
ance thereof; 


Now this Agreement Witnesseth, that 
sdid City will continue to maintain said 
bridge over the tracks of said Second 
Party. with the same side and, vertical 
clearance as above set forth and to leave 
on either side of said bridge in said Shia- 
wassee street an approach driveway from 
Cedar street to the said terminals afore- 
said, which said approach driveways will 
be at the former grade of said Shiawassee 
Street before the new bridge was erected 
and each of which said approach driveways 
shall have a minimum clear headroom of 
at least twelve (12) feet and shall be of 
a width of not less than fourteen (14) 
feet, free of curbs, sidewalks or § other 
features which would interfere with vehi- 
cular trafic, which said driveways shall 
be paved and maintained by said City and 
kept in reasonable and safe condition at 
all times for the passage of teams, trucks 
and other vehicles and for those having 
business at said freight house, team tracks 
and other said facilities; said paving to 
be constructed and maintained at the sole 
cost of said City; that the stairway lead- 
ing from said bridge to said property of 
said Railroad Company, which is now ¢con- 
structed as a part of said bridge, to be 
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kept open and maintained at the sole cost 
of said City. 


Also, said City agrees to maintain suit- 
able electric lights under the bridge struc- 
ture aforesaid so as to properly illumin- 
ate the said approach driveways on either 
side of said bridge, which said lights shall 
be provided and maintained at the sole 
cost and expense of said City. 


Also, said City agrees to grade and pave 
Ottawa street, formerly Condit _ street, 
from Cedar street westerly to its inter- 
section with the private roadway or drive- 
way of said Railroad Company, known as 
and commonly called Depot street, which 
leads northerly from Michigan avenue in 
said City. Said pavement shall consist of 
vitrified paving brick laid on a concrete 
base, suitable to sustain heavy traffic and 
shall be built in accordance with the stand- 
ard paving specifications of said City and 
said grading and paving of Ottawa street 
and future maintenance thereof shall be 
without cost or expense to said Railroad 
Company. 


Also, said City agrees to grade and pave 
with vitrified brick on concrete foundation, 
in accordance with the standard paving 
specifications of said City, said private 
roadway or driveway owned by said Rail- 
road Company, known as said Depot street 
above mentioned.

On January 1, 1924 the Machinery & 
Equipment Garbage Trust Fund had a 
balance of . $1,660.25. Since this date a 
new shipment of Garbage Cans has heen 
deliverect to the city and the Garbage De- 
partment will have to make payment to the 
Rochester Can Company on February 1, 
1924, This will overdraw the above Fund, 
the amount being $255.35. 


As this is a Trust Fund and never should

ORDINANCES. 
The following ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Phillips, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the com- 
mittee on ordinances. 


An ordinance to license, regulate and 
control soft drink parlors or places where 
soft drink beverages of any kind are dis- 
played or sold. 


Section 1. The City of Lansing ordains: 
No person, firm or corporation shall en- 
gage in the business of conducting a soft 
drink parlor or place where soft drink 
beverages of any kind are dispensed or 
sold without a license therefore as here- 
inafter provided. For the purpose of this 
ordinance a soft drink parlor is defined as 
any room, building or place where soft 
drink beverages are stored, sold, kept for 
sale or given away. 


Section 2. Any person firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to conduct a soft drink par- 
lor as above defined within the limits of 
the city of Lansing, shall make applica- 
tion therefore in writing to the Mayor of 
the City of Lansing. Said application shall 
First, the applicants full name, 
residence and postoffice address and wheth- 
er such applicant is an individual, firm or 
corporation. Second, the location of ap- 
plicant’s place of business. Third, an agree- 
ment that said applicant will allow any 

lice officer of the City of Lansing to 
mspect such place of business any every- 
thing in connection therewith at any time 
desired. 


Section 3. Upon the filing of such appli- 


cation, the Mayor shall make or cause to 


made an investigation to ascertain 


whether such applicant is a fit and proper 


person to be granted such license. It it 
shall appear to .the Mayor, after such in- 
vestigation that such applicant is a fit 


and proper person to conduct a soft drink 


Parlor, he shall endorse on such applica- 
tion a favorable report and transmit the 


‘application to the City Clerk of the City of 


Lansing, who shall issue a license toa such 
applicant upon his payment of an annual 
Ticense fee of $5.00, anc upon his filing 
a surety company bond in the sum of 
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$1,000.00, conditioned upon a faithful com- 
pliance with this ordinance and all the 
laws of the State of Michigan. 


Section 4. The Mayor of the City of 
Lansing is hereby authorized to cancel 
such license whenever he is convinced that 
the holder thereof is or has been violating 
the liquor laws of the State of Michigan, 
or any of the terms of this ordinance, ‘ 


Section 5. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance or any of 
the rules or regulations of the board of 
health passed in pursuance of same, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, he punished by a 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars 
($500.00) or hy imprisonment in the city 
jail, work house, county pail or any work- 
house in the state, authorized by law to 
receive prisoners, not to exceed ninety 
days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court, and 
each day any person or persons shall vio- 
late the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed a separate offense,

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Garbage, within the meaning 
of this Ordinance shall be construed to 
mean, rejected food wastes, and to in- 
clude every refuse, accumulation of animal, 
fruit or vegetable matter, used or intended 
to be used for food or that attends the 
preparation, use, cooking, dealing in, or 
storing of meat, fish, fowl! or vegetables. 

Ashes, within the meaning of this Or- 


dinance, shall be construed to mean, the 
residuc of coal, coke or wood, consutned 
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for heating purposes, soot or other clean- 
ings of stoves, fireplaces or chimneys. 


Rubbish, within the meaning of this Or- 
dinance shall be construed to mean, the 
sweepings of floors, yards or other places, 
brush cut from shrubs, trees or vines, 
boxes, barrels or other containers, excel- 
sior, paper and other packing materials. 


The word “person”? as used in this Or- 
dinance shall mean, and be construed to 
apply to the owner, occupant, lessee ten- 
ant or any one in charge or occupation of 
any dwelling, hotel, restaurant, apartment 
house, office building, public institution, 
shop, store, manufacturing plant or other 
building or any portion thereof, and the 
owner, or driver of any vehicle used in 
transporting ashes, cinders or rubbish, 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to deposit or place any garbage, 
ashes, rubbish or other waste in any street, 
alley, river or public place, nor shall any 
person place any garbage, ashes, rubbish 
or other waste upon. private property 
whether owned by such person or not, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided. 


Section 3. Garbage, ashes, tin cans, 
bottles, waste and other rubbish shalt be 
prepared and deposited for collection in 
the following manner: 


Garbage shall be deposited in suitable 
metal can with tightly fitting cover, and 
nothing but Garbage within the meaning 
of this Ordinance shall be placed therein. 


Ashes, tin cans and bottles shall be de- 
posited in proper containers, newspapers 
and alt other publications and printed mat- 
ter, excelsior and other packing materials 
must be securely tied in convenient 
bundles. Crates and = similar containers 
must be knocked down flat before being 
put out for collection. 


Clippings from shrubs, vines or trees, 
commonly called “brush” shall be com- 
pactly and securely tied in bundles before 
being placed for collection. 


Section 4. Garbage cans and receptacles 
containing ashes, tin cans and_ bottles, 
packages of newspapers and other period- 
icals, bundles of brush, and piles of broken 
crates and similar containers, shall be de- 
posited on outside ground level of premises, 
within 15 feet of rear building. 


Under no circumstances shall any em- 
ployee of the City enter any private dwell- 
ing, apartment house, hotel or tenement, 
store or factory or ascend or descend any 
stairway, hoist, lift or elevator for purpose 
of carrying out or returning thereto any 
garbage can, ash container or any other 
receptacle, nor shall he demand any grat- 
uity, gift, payment or other consideration 
heyond his regular wage. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of every 
person to provide a sufficient number of 
Garbage cans, and ash containers, as may 
be necessary for the orderly disposition of 
such garbage, ashes and rubbish, as may 
accumulate on his premises. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation other than the 
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City of Lansing to remove or transport 
ashes, garbage and other waste through 
the streets, alleys and other public places 
provided, that any person, firm, corpora- 
tion desiring to engage in the business of 
transporting or hauling ashes, cinders and 
rubbish for hire, shall he deemed Dray- 
men and shall secure license and pay such 
fees as required by Ordinance Number 22, 
further, that the City Clerk shall not issue 
such license to haul or transport ashes, 
cinders, or rubbish, until permit for same 
has been approved by Superintendent of 
Garbage Department. 


Section 7. Every cart, truck, wagon, 
dray or other vehicle to be used for haul- 
ing or transporting ashes, cinders or ruh- 
bish, shall be constructed or supplied with 
solid bed, side and tail boards, and such 
other equipment as may be necessary to 
prevent scattering, littering or dispersion, 
and the Superintendent of Garbage Depart- 
ment shall not approve any permit as pro- 
vided in Section 6, until the applicant 
therefore shall have first presented suc 
cart, truck, wagon, dray or other vehicle 
for inspection, said applicant at same time 

show written consent of owner of 
Property where ashes, cinders or rubbish 
are to be dumped. 


Section 8 For the purpose of system- 
atically and in a sanitary manner, cel- 
lecting, removing and disposing of all such 
garbage, ashes, rubbish and other waste, 
the Department of Garbage Collection and 
Disposal is hereby created. 


Section 9. The Mayor by and with 
consent of the City Council shall appoint 
a Superintendent, who is hereby authorized 
and empowered to employ such help as 

be to carry out the intent and pur- 
i. ot this Ordinance, and in the per- 
ormance of said duties he shall be subject 
to such rules and regulations as_ the 
Council shall by resolution adopt. 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to pick over, interfere with, dis- 
turb, remove or scatter any bundle of 
paper, brush, ash container, garbage can 
‘or any article placed for removal, except 
employees of the City engaged for such 
purpose. 


Section 11. The City Council shall an- 
nually appropriate sufficient funds to rend- 
er the service as herein contemplated, 


Section 12. The City shall provide cans 
of uniform size and capacity for garbage, 
and containers ot such dimensions as shall 
be practical for ashes, and shall collect in 
advance from the users of same a service 
charge, as follows: 


One dollar per year for each garbage 
can, and $3.00 (three Dollars) per year for 
each metal ash container. 


Section 13. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this Ordinance shall upon 
gales thereof be punished by a fine 

exceeding $...... dollars, together with 
fests of prosecution and in default of the 
payment of such fine and costs such per- 
gon shal! be imprisoned in City Jail until 


- 
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such fine and costs are paid, but not ex- 
ceeding a period of .... days. 


Section 14. This Ordinance is hereby 
declared immediately necessary for the 
preservation of the public, Peace, Health 
a Safety is hereby given immediate 
effect. 


Section 15, The Ordinance entitled “An 
Ordinance relative o Garbage and the Col- 
lection and Disposal thereof,’’ being Or- 
dinance Number 45 the 1918 Compilation 
passed June 4th, 1917, is hereby repealed.

nance and improvement of the cemetery. = 
Section 4. The Board shall regulate the 
prices and fees which shall be charged for 
cemetery service.

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(a) To be in attendance at said ceme- 
tery hoa F the working day in order to 
discharge his duties without delay. 


(b) To keep a complete and accurate 
record at the cemetery of the name of the 
deceased, the subdivision, lot and section on 
which burial is made, the date of burial, 
and the name of the undertaker conduct- 
ing the funeral. ; 


(c) To demand and examine the burial 
permit and to refuse burial until such per- 
mit and papers shall comply with the 
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State law and the restrictions of the City 
of Lansing. 


(¢) To hold the sole and exclusive right 
in person or through competent employees 
to dig and fill all graves and to re-open 
a grave upon request of a duly authorized 
and competent party after having first 
— the written permit of the City 

erk, 


(e) To qualify and act in the capacity 
of a policeman in enforcing and abiding 
by the terms of this ordinance and by 
arresting any party while in the cemetery 
for the violation of any other city Or- 
dinance. 


(f) To aid and assist the public in the 
locating of lots or burial spaces or in 
interpreting the meaning of the ordinance 
and to take such steps as are necessary 
for the protection and convenience of fun- 
eral parties. 


(g) To keep a duplicate plat and record 
of the cemetery, showing sections, lots and 
subdivisions with the location, name and 
date of all burials. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Mount Hope Cemetery 


(a) To keep a plat and plat book of the 
Cemetery on which shall be shown all lots 
which are sold or are for sale and a 
record made of the date, name, and un- 
dertaker conducting the funeral for all de- 
ceased persons who are buried at Mt. 
Hope. 

(b) To sell such lots as are authorized 
by the Board at the price and under the 
festrictions set by said Board, and to issue 
a deed, upon the payment of the whole 
amount, naming such special restrictions 
as are not embodied in this ordinance. 
signed by the City Clerk and stamped with 
the seal of the City of Lansing. 

(c) To enter into contract with any per- 
son desirous of purchasing a lot at Mt. 
Hope, after collecting at least a quarter 


d 


of the whole amount and receiving satis- 


factory security for the balance, but pro- 
vided that no deed shall be issued until 
the payment is made in full with interest. 


(d} To record the transfer of title from 
one owner to another after a request for 

transfer has been made and authorized by 
the Board. 


(e)} To notify the superintendent or of- 
fice at cemetery as soon as may be, of the 
sale of lots, with name of owner or own- 
ers, and of the date, time of day, section, 
lots and subdivision of all proposed inter- 
ments with the name of deceased and un- 
dertaker. 


(f) To collect all money in payment for 
lots, burial permits, annual care and‘ for 
all services rendered by the employees of 
the cemetery in the performance of their 
duties as regulated by the Board, and such 
moneys so collected shall be deposited with 
the City Treasurer after being checked by 
the City Comptroller. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of the 
City Treasurer: 


(a) To deposit all sums in payment of 
fots, and in payment of cemetery services, 
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into the general cemetery fund, except as 
such sums as are paid tor perpetual care 
which shall be held and invested as pro- 
vided under the City Charter and the 
State laws governing such trust funds. 


Section 8. Al! lots shall be held and 
interments shall be made subject to such 
by-laws, rules and regulations as may 
from time to time be adopted by the Board. 
Lots shall not be used for any other pur- 
pose, than as a place of burial for the 
human dead. 


Section 9. The following rules and reg- 
ulations are incorporated and made a part 
of this ordinance. 


(1) The grave of an adult in any public 
burying ground in said city shall be at 
least five feet deep, and that for a_ child 
shall be at least four feet deep. Burial 
boxes over four feet in length will be 
classed as adult burials. 


(2) No funerals will be permitted on 
Sundays except in case of contagious dis- 
eases and on order of the Director of Pub- 
lic Health. 


(3) The burial of two or more persons 
in a single grave is prohibited except 
mother and babe if buried at the same 
time or in case of infants. 


(4) Strangers are not allowed to ap- 
proach the grave at a funeral. 


(5) Under no condition will the city as- 
sume responsibility for error in opening 
graves when orders are given by tele- 
phone. Orders from undertakers will be 
construed as orders from the owner. 


(6) Flowers and emblem will be removed 
from graves as soon as they become un- 
sightly and no responsibility for their re- 
turn to lot owners will be assumed. 


(7) No firearms will be allowed in ceme- 
tery except in case of military funerals 
without the written permission of the 
superititendent. 


(8) No lots may be purchased or sold 
or rights transferred for speculative pur- 
poses, 

(9) No grave will be opened and body 
disinterred except by order of husband, 
wife, father, mother, son or daughter of 
the deceased and then only for good cause, 
and the city reserves the right to refuse 
any such request. This provision does not 
apply where disinterrment is ordered by a 
duly authorized public official. 


(10) Neither the purchase price nor the 
perpetual care agreement contemplates the 
repair or replacement of any monument or 
marker nor the repair of damages caused 
by the elements. 


(11) Monuments will not be allowed on 
lots not fully paid for. 


(12) All foundation work for monuments 
and markers will be placed by employees 
of the department at a rate set by the 
Board and at a proper depth and strength. 


(13) The material used in the construc- 
tion of mausoleums, vaults, monuments 
and markers and permanent corner posts 
must be of recognized durable granite or 
standard bronze.

(14) No vertical joints will be allowed 
in monument work, 


(15) Unsightly, ill-proportioned monu- 
ments and stone work are prohibited and 
all appendages such as photographs, books 
and other objects of curiosity are pro- 
hibited. 


(16) At any time when a monument, 
vault or mausoleum, becomes unsafe in 
the opinion of a majority of the Board, 
a notice will be mailed to the last known 
or recorded address of the owner and the 
structure removed and charged to the own- 
er or owners. 


(17) For the use of the Receiving Vault 
there shall be a fixed charge set by the 


-Board. Persons owning private vaults are 


hereby forbidden to charge for the use 
of their vaults to other parties. The fees 
for the use of the vault must be paid to 
the Superintendent, and permit obtained 
before the body is placed in the vault. 
Bodies of persons dying of infectious or 
contagious diseases shall not be permitted 
to be deposited in the public vault. Should 
the remains of any person placed therein 
become offensive or detrimental to the pub- 
lic health, the Board shall have the right 
to cause the body to be immediately 
buried. 


(18) Contractors and workmen engaged 
within the cemetery on any class of work 
whatsoever will be held responsible for 
damage done by them to any cemetery 
properties. 


(19) Material for any class of work will 
not be permitted on the grounds unless 
accompanied by workmen to erect same, 
except by special arrangement. 


(20) Roadways must be satisfactorily 
protected against damages from heavily 
loaded vehicles, 


(21) Rolling of stones across any section 
of lots must be done under the supervision 
and orders of the superintendent. In all 
cases planks must be provided for properly 
protecting the lawns. 


(22) All unsightly material or debris 
accumulating from any class of work must 
be removed at once, and on completion of 
the work all derricks, tools, etc., must be 
removed immediately, and the grounds left 
in as good condition as found. 


(23) No stone work shall be brought in- 
to the cemetery on Saturday after 12 
o’clock Noon, and no work shall be com- 
menced on that day that cannot be fin- 
ished, and the dirt and debris entirely 
removed before the hour of closing. 


(24) No person shall remove any ob- 
ject from any place in the cemetery or 
make any excavation without the consent 
of the superintendent or assistant. 


(25) No person shall obstruct any drive, 
walk or alley or in any way injure, de- 
face or destroy any grave, vault, tomb- 
stone, monument, enclosure, building, fence, 
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basin, fountain, bridge, seat, flower, tree, 
shrub, vine, lot, or other thing, in or be- 
longing to any public burying ground in 
said city. 


(26) If any tree, shrub or vine situated 
on any lot by means of its roots, branches 
or in other way become a detriment to 
adjacent lots, paths or avenues, or incon- 
venient to visitors, the superintendent 
shall have the right to remove the same. 


(27) Any seat, urn or similar object 
placed on a lot shall be removed without 
notice to owner when such seat or urn be-¢ 
comes a nuisance or unsightly or un-G 
cared for. Any iron or wood object placed.s 
on a lot by permission of the superintend-— 
ent shall be painted and kept clean and.o 


(28) When a lot is uncared for and! = 
becomes unsightly or a nuisance or detri- 0

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council, 
Lansing, Michigan: 


Gentlemen: 


We are handing you herewith estimate 
of cost of installing Boulevard Lights for 
the 1924 schedule. This is made out in 
three groups; one for those streets that 
are already paved; one for those streets 
which the Council has authorized for pave- 
ment; and one for those streets which we 
have been informed by the City Engineer 
are contemplated for paving in 1924. 


Sometime last summer the City Council 
adopted a resolution directing this Board 
to install conduit for boulevard lighting 
on streets which are being paved at the 
time when the curb and gutter is built. 


Heretofore it has been impossible to do 
this because of the great length of time 
required to obtain materials and the late- 
ness in the season when the 
lighting program has been approved. 


In order to avoid mjury to the under- 
ground cable which is being installed with 
boulevard lights, it is impracticable to place 
the cable without installing the founda- 
tions and setting up the lighting stand- 
ards which means a completed job. It 
would be highly desirable to carry this 
construction work along with the paving 
of streets. This we can do providing - you 
will authorize the work early enough sc& 
that we can purchase materials in suf 
ficient time to obtain them in the springs 
or early summer. It usually requires 
three months at least for delivery of cables

This Contract and Agreement, made and 
entered into by and between the City of 
Lansing, State of Michigan, party of the 
First Part, hereinafter called “City,” and 
The New York Central Railroad Company, 
a corporation, party of the Second Part, 
hereinafter called ‘Railroad Company,” 
Witnesseth: 


Whereas, the City has about completed 
the construction of a bridge across the 
Grand River and across the tracks of the 
Railroad Company in Shiawassee street in 
said City, and which ‘said bridge has been 
so built that the concrete encasement 
around the columns on the westerly side of 
the tracks of the Railroad Company clears 
a line twenty-one and thirty-five hun- 
dredths (21.35) feet westerly of and par- 
allel with the center line of the middle or 
main track of the Railroad Company and 
the centers of the columns on the easterly 
side of said main track are sixty-six and 
one-half (6614) feet easterly from the center 
of the columns on the westerly side of 
said main track; furthermore, the concrete 
facia around the southerly column on the 
easterly side of said main track is seven 
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(7) feet from the nearest rail of the east- 
erly side track, and furthermore, the ver- 
tical’ clearance between the top oi rail of 
said main or center track and the under- 
side of the bridge is eighteen (18) feet and 
the vertical clearance between the top of 
rail of the sidetracks either side of the 
main track and the underside of the bridge 
is not less than seventeen and one-half 
(17%) feet; and 


Whereas, the construction of said bridge 
necessitates a change in the facilities for 
reaching the freight house, team tracks and 
other railroad facilities of the Railroad Com- 
pany lying immediately to the south of 
said bridge; and 


Whereas, it is desirable that the City 
improve the present means for reaching 
said freight terminals of the Railroad Com- 
Ppany and provide as easy access thereto 
as is possible under the circumstances; 


Now this Agreement Witnesseth, that 
the City will forever maintain said bridge 
over the tracks of the Railroad Company 
with the same side and vertical clearances 
as above set forth, leaving on either side 
of said bridge in said Shiawassee street 
an approach driveway from Cedar street 
to the said terminals aforesaid, which said 
approach driveways will be as nearly as 
practical at the former grade oi said 
Shiawassee street before the new bridge 
was erected and each of which said ap- 
proach driveways shall have a minimum 
clear headroom oi at least twelve (12) feet 
and shall be not less than fourteen (14) 
feet wide, free of curbs, sidewalks or other 
features which would interfere with ve- 
hicular traffic. Said driveways shall he 
provided and paved, as soon as weather 
conditions will nermit, and thereafter main- 
tained by the City and kept in reasonable 
and safe condition at all times for the 
passage of teams, trucks, and other ve- 
hicles for those having business at said 
freight house, team tracks and other said 
facilities; said paving to be constructed 
and maintained at the sole cost of the 
City; the stairway leading from said bridge 
to said property of the Railroad Company, 
which is now constructed as a part of 
said bridge, to he kept open anc main- 
tained at the sole cost of the City. 


Also, the City agrees at its cost to main- 
tain suitable electric lights under the 
bridge structure aforesaid, so as to proper- 
ly illuminate the said approach driveways 
on either side of said bridge. 

Said City shall relieve said Railroad 
Company of the present or any future 
grade crossing of its tracks on said Shia- 
wassee street and the City will and does 
hereby indemnify the Railroad Company 
against any cost or expenses on account of 
damages to any property arising from the 
construction of said bridge, the change of 
grade of said street, or the vacation there- 
of at such crossing, it being understood 
that the Railroad Company makes no claim 
for damages to its physical property on ac- 
count of the foregoing. The Railroad Com- 
pany shall be relieved of the necessity of 
providing and maintaining watchmen or 
other protection to the public at said cross- 
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ing. and, if pending the final abandonment, 
elimination and removal of said grade 
crossing, a watchman, or watchmen, are 
by said Company found necessary, same 
will be provided by said Railroad Com- 
pany and the expense thereof shail be 
promptly paid by the City upon monthly 
bills to be rendered to it by said Rail- 
road Company. The covenants of said 
City shall be performed without unreason- 
able delay. 


The Railroad Company, in consideration 
of the performance of the above and fore- 
going covenants on the part of the City, 
agrees to pay to said City of Lansing the 
sum of $50,000.00 as follows: $30,000.00 
upon the execution and delivery of this 
agreement, or within 30 days thereafter, 
and the balance of said amount upon the 
completion and fulfillment of the obliga- 
tions of the City herein set forth; provided 
that there shall be deducted from said 
balance of $20,000.00 any expense incurred 
by said Railroad Company on account of 
providing watchmen, inspectors, engineer- 
ing service, and any other costs incurred 
by the Railroad Company incident to the 
abandoninent of said grade crossing over 
its tracks at Shiawassee street, the vaca- 
tion of said street where it crosses said 
tracks, the removal of the crossing under 
the said bridge and incidental expense in 
connection with the erection of the afore- 
said bridge; the total amount of which 
deduction is not to exceed the sum of 
$1,500.03, it being understood, however, that 
the expense of watchmen to be billed 
monthly against the City is not included in 
said sum of $1,500.00; but should the Cit 
fail to pay any of said monthly bills, such 
unpaid bills may first be deducted from 
said balance of $20,006,

You have made a deduction from our bill 
for water used for public purposes and for 
fire protection for the year 1923-1924 of an 
item amounting to $11,533.73 for chloride 
of lime, purchased by your Public Works 
Department for use on the streets. 


We understand that this was done be- 
cause of our inability to supply water for 
sprinkling purposes for a period of some 
two or three weeks during excessive dry 
weather. 


Please allow us to call your attention to 
the fact that the total amonnt billed you, 
covering sprinkling for the entire season, 
was only $3,575.06. You had all the water 
which you needed for sprinkling purposes 
during the entire season with the excep- 
tion of the period mentioned. It does 
seem, therefore that the only deduction 
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which could be made in justice to us 
would be an allowance for the water which 
you did not receive. While we believe 
that you used more than two-thirds the 
amount of water billed you for = street 
sprinkling, we would suggest a settlement 
on the basis of deducting one-third, which 
would be $1,191.67. 

Will you please re-consider this matter? 
We are still carrying this item of $11,533.73 
atnong otir bills receivable.

That sections 1 and 9 of Or- 
dinance No, 38, entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance 
to provide for the division of the first, 
second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh 
and eighth wards of the City of Lansing 
into one or more election precincts, re- 
spectively, and for the appointment of a 
board of election commissioners’ be and 
are hereby amended to read as fojlows: 


Section 1. The first, second, seventh and 
eighth wards of the City of Lansing are 
hereby divided into two election districts 
or voting precincts, which several districts 
or precincts shall be designated as ‘‘Elec- 
tion District Number One,”" “Election Dis- 
trict Number Two" in each ward respec- 
tively, the Third, Fourth and Fifth wards 
of the City of Lansing shall be and are 
hereby divided into three election mdhstricts 
or voting precincts, which shall be desig- 
nated as ‘Election District Number One,” 
“Election District Number Two” and “Elec- 
tion District Number Three’ in each ward 
respectively; the sixth ward shall be and 
is hereby divided into four election dis- 
tricts or voting precincts which shall be 
designated as ‘election District Number 
One,” “Election District Number Two,”

Section 9. Election District Number One 
of the Eighth Ward shall consist of all 
that portion of said ward lying north of 
Michigan avenue east.

The Mayor called Ald. Avery to the 
chair to preside over the committee of the 
whole.

Also that they had considered 
an ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to 
change the names of certain streets and 
to name certain other streets and high- 
ways in the City of Lansing,” and would 
consider it further at another session,

The ordinance under consideration was

An Ordinance Relative to Cemeteries and 


the Burial of the Dead. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1, That the burial grounds 
known as Mount Hope Cemetery in the 
City of Lansing, are herehy declared to be 
public burial grounds; and no _ interment 
shall be made in any other place in said 
city, excepting in such other public burial 
grounds as may hereafter be established 
by ordinance of the City of Lansing. 


Section 2. At the regular January meet- : 


ing of the Board of Cemetery and Public 
Park Commissioners, they shall appoint a 
cemetery superintendent, and any other 
assistants they deem necessary for the 
care of the cemetery. These persons shall 
hold their appointments during the pleas- 
ure o: said hoard, and their compensation 
shall be fixed and duties prescribed by said 
board. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the 
superintendent, under the direction and con- 


trol of said board, to administer, maintain: 


and supervise all the. activities of said 
cemetery and grounds, to render monthly 
financial report to the board and to make 
such recommendations as are necessary or. 
expedient in the proper control, mainte- 
nance and improvement of the cemetery. 


Section 4. The Board shall regulate the 
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prices and fees which shall be charged for 
cemetery service. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the 
superintendent in person or by a com- 
_—s- petent employee 
—— -(a)”~=«To::~—be in attendance at said ceme- 
tery during the working day in order to 
discharge his duties without delay. 


(b) To keep a complete and accurate 
record at the cemetery of the name of the 
deceased, the subdivision, lot and section.on 
which burial is made, the date of burial, 
and the name of the undertaker conduct- 

jing the funeral. 


(c}) To demand and examine the burial 
permit and to refuse burial until such per- 
mit and papers shall comply with the 
State law and the restrictions of the City 
of. Lansing. 


(d) To hold the sole and exclusive right 
! in person or through competent employees 
to dig and fill all graves and to re-open 
a grave upon request of a duly authorized 
and competent party after having first 
received the written permit of the City 
Clerk. : 


(e) To qualify and act in the capacity 
of a policeman in enforcing and abiding 
by the terms of this ordinance and by 
arresting any party while in the cemetery 
for the violation of this or any other city 

Ordinance. 


(f) To aid and assist the public in the 
locating of lots or burial spaces or in 
interpreting the meaning of the ordinance 
and to take such steps as are necessary 
for the protection and convenience of fun- 
eral parties. 


(z) To keep a duplicate plat and record 
of the cemetery, showing sections, lots and 
subdivisions with the location, name and 
date of all burials. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the 
- Superintendent of Mount Hope Cemetery 


(a) To keep a plat and plat book of the 
Cemetery on which shall be shown all lots 
which are sold or are for sale and a 
 fecord made of the date, name and un- 
@ertaker coriducting the funeral for all de- 
céased persons who are buried at Mt. 
Hope. 

{b) To sell such lots as are authorized 
by the Board at the price and under the 
festrictions set by said Board, and to issue 
a deed, upon the payment of the whole 
gmeunt, naming such special restrictions 
 @8 are not embodied in this ordinance.

‘(c) To enter into contract with any per- 
gon desirous of purchasing a lot at Mt. 
Hope, after collecting at Jeast a quarter 
of the whole amount and receiving satis- 
factory security for the balance, but pro- 
ided that no deed shall be issued until 
the payment is made in full with interest.

Xe) To notify the office’ at cemetery as 
goo} as may he, of the sale of lots, with 
: 
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name of owner or owners, and of the date, 
time of day, section, lots and subdivision 
of all proposed interments with the name 
of deceased and undertaker. 


(f) To collect alll money in payment for 
lots, burial permits, annual care and for 
all services rendered by the employees of 
the cemetery in the performance of their 
duties as regulated by the Board, and such 
moneys so collected shall be deposited with 
the City Treasurer after being checked by 
the City Comptroller. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of the 
City Treasurer: 


(a) To deposit all sums in payment of 
lots, and in payment of cemetery services, 
into the general cemetery fund, except as 
such sums as are paid for perpetual care 
which shal! be held and invested as pro- 
vided under the City Charter and_ the 
State laws governing such trust funds. 


Section 8 All lots shall be held and 
interments shall be made subject to such 
by-laws, rules and regulations as may 
from time to time be adopted by the Board. 
Lots shall not be used for any other pur- 
pose, than as a place of burial for the 
human dead. 


Section 9, The following rules and reg- 
ulations are incorporated and made a part 
of this ordinance: 


(1) The grave of an adult in any public 
burying ground in said city shall be at 
least five feet deep, and that for a child 
shall be at least four feet deep. Burial 
hoxes over four feet in length will be 
classed as adult burials. 


(2) The burial of two or more persons 
in a single grave is prohibited except 
mother and babe if buried at the same 
time or in case of infants. 


(3) Strangers are not allowed to ap- 
proach tbe grave at a funeral. 


(4) Under no condition will the city as- 
sume responsibility for error in opening 
graves when orders are given by tele- 
phone. Orders from undertakers will be 
construed as orders from the owner. 


(5) Flowers and emblem will be removed 
from graves as soon as they become ut- 
sightly and no responsibility for their re- 
turn to Jot owners will be assumed. 


(6) No firearms will be allowed in ceme- 
tery except in case of military funerals 
and on Memorial Day, without the written 
permission of the superintendent: 


(7) No lots may be purchased or sold 
or rights transferred for speculative pur- 
poses. 


(8) No grave will be opened and body 
disinterred except by order of husband, 
wife, father, mother, son or daughter of 
the deceased and then ‘only for good cause, 
and the city reserves the right to refuse 


any such request. This provision does not - 


apply when disinterrment is ordered by a 
duly authorized public official. 


(9) Neither the purchase price nor the 
perpetual care agreement contemplates the 
repair or replacement of any monument or 


marker nor. the repair of damages caused 


hy the elements. a 
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(10) Monuments will not be allowed on 
lots not fully paid for. 


(11) All foundation work for monuments 
and markers will be placed by employees 
of the department at a rate set by the 
Board and at a proper depth and strength. 


(12) The material used in the construc- 
tion of mausoleums, vaults, monuments 
and markers. and permanent corner posts 
must be of recognized durable granite or 
standare bronze. Each marker shall con- 
sist of one part or piece only, provided 
that the above rule will not apply to lots 
on which it is desired to put in markers 
to match other markers already on the 
lot. 


(13) No vertical joints will be allowed 
in monument work. 


(14) ~Unsightly, ill-proportioned monu- 
ments and stone work are prohibited and 
all appendages such as photographs, books 
and other objects of curiosity are pro- 
hibited. 

(15) At any time when a monument, 
vault or mausoleum, becomes unsafe in 
the opinion of a majority of the Board, 
a notice will be mailed to the last known 
or recorded address of the owner and the 
structure removed and charged to the own- 
er or owners. 


(16) For the use of the Receiving Vault 
there shall be a fixed charge set by the 
Board. Persons owning private vaults are 
hereby forbidden to charge for the use 
of their vaults to other parties. The fees 
for the use of the vault must be paid to 
the Superintendent, and permit obtained 
before the body is placed in the vault. 
Bodies of persons dying of infectious or 
contagious diseases shall not be permitted 
to be deposited in the public vault, Should 
the remains of any person placed therein 
become offensive or detrimental to the puh- 
lic health, the Board shall have the right 
to cause the body to be immediately 
buried. 


(17) Contractors and workmen cngaged 
within the cemetery on any class of work 
whatsoever will be held responsible for 
damage done by them to any ceimetery 
properties. i 


(18) Material for any class of work will 
not be permitted on the grounds unless 
accompanied by workmen to erect same, 
except by special arrangement. 


(19) Roadways inust be satisfactorily 
protected against damages from heavily 
loaded vehicles. 

(20) Rolling of stones across any section 
of lots must be done under the supervision 


and orders of the superintendent. In al}. 


cases planks must be provided for properly 
protecting the lawns. 


(21) All unsightly material or debris 
accumulating from any class of work must 
de removed at once, and on completion of 
the work alli derricks, tools. etc., must he 
removed immediately, and the grounds left 
in as good condition as found. 


(22) No stone work shall be brought in- 
to the cemetery on Saturday after 12 
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o'clock Noon, and no work shall be com- 
inenced on that day that cannot be fin- 
ished, and the dirt and debris entirely 
removed before the hour of closing. 


(23) No person shall remove any ob- 
ject from any place in the cemetery or 
make any excavation without the consent 
of the superintendent or assistant. 


(24) No person shall obstruct any drive, 
walk or alley or in any, way injure, de- 
face or destroy any grave, vault, tomb- 
stone, monument, enclosure, building, fence, 
basin, fountain, bridge, seat, flower, tree, 
shrub, vine, lot, or other thing, in or be- 
longing to any public burying ground in 
said city. 

(25) If any tree, shrub or vine situated 
on any lot by means of its roots, branches 
or in other way become a detriment to 
adjacent lots, paths or avenues, or incon- 
venient to visitors, the superintendent 
shall have the right to remove the same. 


(26) Any seat, urn or similar object 
placed on a Wt shall be removed without 
notice to owner when such seat or urn be- 
comes a nuisance or unsightly or un- 
cared for. Any iron or wood object placed 
on a lot by permission of the superintend- 
ent shall be painted and kept clean and 
neat. 


(27) When a lot is uncared for’ and 
becomes unsightly or a nuisance or detri- 
mental to other lots, by order of the Board 
the superintendent and employees will en- 
ter such lot and clean up and make same 
presentable and the cost of such work col- 
revs from owner or made a lien on such 
a lot. 


Section 10. Aty person or persons violat- 
iny any provision of this ordinance, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and 
in default of the payment .of such fine, 
such person gr persons shall be imprisoned 
in. the city penitentiary until such fine is 
paid, not exceeding the term of ninety 
days. 

Section 11. Ordinance No. 9 of the Com- 
pilation of Ordinances for the year 1918 is 
hereby repealed.

Any city scavenger engaging in 
the business of excavating and removing 
night soil, shall be permitted to charge for 
such service, not to exceed fifteen cents 
per cubic foot in excavating or removing 
from one vault of one hundred and _ fifty 
cubic feet or less and not to exceed fifteen 
cents per cubic foot, in excavating and re- 
moving from one vault any amount exceed- 
ing one hundred and fifty cubte feet; pro- 
viding that the minimum price for clean- 
ing one of such vaults shall be the sum 
of $5.00 (five dollars); for removing any 
dead horses, mule or cattle, $2.50, calf,

hog, $2.00, swill, offal, garhage, etc., $3.50 
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per load; rat, 5@ cents, Provided however 
that not. more than $1.00 shall be paid 
where several rats are collected at the 
same point.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


-Section 1. That Section 6 of an oré 
dinance entitled: ‘An Ordinance to regu+ 
late traffic and the use of carts, wagons, 
drays, coaches, omnibuses, bicycles, mate: 

cycles, automobiles and every description 
of carriage, motors and_ vehicles ; 

pelled or driven by motive power or othesl 
wise on any of the streets of the City of 
Lansing,” be amended so as to read ag 
follows: 


Section 6, All vehicles shall, except 
hereinafter provided, be parked paralle 
to and within two feet of the curb, pros 
vided that on streets which are ne 
equipped with a curb that such vehicles 
shall park parallel to and within two feet 
of the gutter line. Provided further, that 
all vehicles shall be parked parallel on but - 
one side of the following streets, viz.: on 
May street between Larch street and Penn- 
sylvania avenue, on the south side of Ma 
street; on Ottawa street west between Capi- . 
tol avenue and Walnut street on the south 
side of Ottawa street; on Allegan street 
west between Capitol avenue and Walnut 
street; on the north side of Allegan street; 
on Washington avenue south from the 
Grand Trunk tracks to Baker street on 
the west side of Washington avenue; on 
Baker street from Washington avenue to 
Cedar street on the south side of Baker 
street; on Isaac street from Chestnut 
street to Logan street on the north side 
of Isaac street; on Logan street south 
from Isaac street to the Grand Trunk rail. % 
way tracks on the west side of Logan 2 
street; on Townsend street from Kala- O 
mazoo street to Lenawee street on the < 
west side of Townsend street; on east = 
Saginaw street between Larch — street © 
and Pennsylvania avenue, on the south & 
side of Saginaw street. Provided further, 
that on Washington avenue, from Lenawee 
street to the center of the block between ‘5 
Shiawassee street and Genesee street; on 
Grand avenue from Shiawassee street to 
Washtenaw _ street; on Michigan avenue 
from Capitol avenue to the east side of the 
bridge over Grand river; on Ionia street 
from Capitol avenue to Grand avenue; on 
Ottawa street from Capitol avenue to 
Grand avenue; on Allegan street from 
Capitol avenue to Grand avenue; on Wash- 
tenaw street from Capitol avenue to Grand 
avenue and Kalamazoo street from Capitol 
avenue to Grand avenue, .cars shall not 
he parked for a longer period than one 
hour. Provided further, that on both sides 
of the street in each block of above district 
a space not less than 50 feet in width shall 
be marked off by plain legible signs where- 
in the parking limit shall be 30 minutes. 
Provided further, that above mentioned 
parking limit restrictions shall only. apply 
during the hours between 8 a. m., and 6 
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m. Provided further, that no vehicle 
Thall be parked in the north half of the 
block on Washington avenue between Shia- 
Wassee street and Genesee street. Provided 
further, that on Washington avenue from 
Lenawee street to the center of the block 
between Shiawassee street and Genesce 
street and on Michigan avenue from Capitol 
avenue to the M. C. R. R. tracks all 
vehicles shall be parked to an angle of 45 
degrees. Provided further, that on Turner 
street from Franklin avenue to Clinton 
street and on Washington avenue north 
from a point 68 feet south of Franklin ave- 
nue, and north to Willow street, all veh- 
icles shall be parked at an angle of 45 
degrees. No vehicles shall be parked for 
a distance of thirty feet in front of the 
entrance of hotels, provided that the chief 
of police causes suitable “No Parking”’ 
signs to be placed in front of said hotel 
entrances. No vehicles shall double park 
on any street. No vehicle shall stop on 
any crosswalk. No vehicle shall park 
within fifteen feet of any fire hydrant. 
Every vehicle, when left standing on any 
street if not in the immediate presence or 
control of the driver or operator shall, if 
propelled by horse, the said horse shall be 
hitched, and if a motor- vehicle, shall have 
its engine or other propelling mechanism 
or motive power stopped and not running. 


No vehicle shall be parked in any of the 
streets in the city for a longer period 
than four consecutive hours, between § p. 
m. and 6 a. m. 


An Ordinance to license and regulate the 
operation of interurban and suburban motor 
busses within the limits of the City of 
Lansing. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following 
words shall have the meaning given to 
them in this section. 


The words ‘‘motor bus” shall mean and 
include any motor vehicle engaged in the 
business of affording suburban or inter- 
urban transportation by indiscriminately 
accepting or discharging passengers as they 
may offer themselves for transportation 
along the way or course, route or routes, 
Street or streets on which it is used or 
operated or may be running, and for which 
service fares are charged, received or per- 
mitted to be donated. 


The word “person” shall mean and in- 
clude any person, firm or corporation, 


*The words “suburban or _ interurban 
transportation” shall mean and include the 
transportation of a passenger or passen- 
gers from any point in the City of Lan- 
sing to any point outside of the city, or 


the transportation of a passenger or pas- 


sengers from any point outside of the 


City of Lansing to any point within said 


city, wherein a street or streets in the 


said city of Lansing, or any part of said 





street, is traversed in so doing. 


Section 2, Routes. All persons operat- 
ing and driving suburban or interurban 
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motor busses upon the streets of the City 
of Lansing shall operate the same accord- 
ing to the following directions and the 
following routes, and any person operating 
such motor bus shall not accept or dis- 
charge passengers in the city limits upon 
any other street or streets except those 
named in said -routes, to-wit: 

Route to the East—From Ottawa street 
and Grand avenue north to Shiawassee 
street, east on Shiawassee street to Penn- 
sylvania avenue, north on Pennsylvania 
avenue to Sheridan street, east on Sheri- 
dan street to city limits. 


Route to the South—From Grand avenue 
and Ottawa street, north on Grand avenue 
to Shiawassee street, east on Shiawassee 
street to Cedar street, south on Cedar 
street to city limits. 


Route ta the North—From Grand avenuc 
and Ottawa street, north on Grand avenue 
to Shiawassee street, east on Shiawassee 


street to Larch street, north on J.arch 
street to Ferris street, east on Ferris 
Street to East street, north to the city 
limits. 


Route to the West—From Ottawa street 
and Grand avenue, north to Saginaw street, 
west on Saginaw street to the city limits 
or north on Grand avenue to Saginaw 
street, east on Saginaw street to Center 
street, north on Center street to Beaver 
street, west on Beaver street to Turner 
street, north on Turner street to north 
street, west on North street to the city 
limits. 


Route to the Southwest—From Ottawa 
street and Grand avenue south on Grand 
avenue to Main street, west on Main 
street to eity limits. 


Second Route to the Southwest—From 
Ottawa street and Grand avenue, north 
on Grand avenue to Shiawassee street, 
east on Shiawassee street to Cedar &treet, 
south on Cedar street to Mount Hope 
avenue, west on Mount Hope avenue to 
Washington avenue, south on Washington 
avenue to the city limits. 


Section 3. Penalty. Any person who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdeineanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred ($100) dollars and costs of sui: 
ot by imprisonment in the city jail of said 
city, for a period of not more than sixty 
(60) days, or both such fine and impris- 
onment within the discretion of the court. 


Section 6. Change of Route. Should 
it be necessary at any time for persons 
operating said busses to traverse other 
streets than those named in said route 
by reason of the streets being out of re- 
pair or in case of any emergency making 
it impractical to traverse the streets 
named in said routes, then they shall 


traverse such temporary routes as may 
be’ designated by the Police Department 
of the City of Lansing, under the direc- 
tion of the City Council.

ORDINANCES.

That the Council resolve itself 
into a committee of the whole to 
consider ordinances, 

Carried. 

The Mayor called Ald. DeCamp to 
the chair to preside over the com- 
mittee of the whole. After some 
time spent in the committee of the 
whole, the committee arose and 
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through its chairman reported that 
it had considered an Ordinance to 
amend Section 823 of the ordinance 
known as the Lansing City Build- 
ing Code, had made certain amend- 
ments thereto, and recommended 
that it be passed. 

The ordinance to license and regu- 
lute the operation of interurban and 
suburban motor buses within the 
City of Lansing was also considered 
and they would also recommend that 
this ordinance be passed. 

Council then resumed regular ses- 
sion. 

The ordinances which are on or- 
der of third reading are as follows’ 

An ordinance to amend Section 


823 of the ordinance entitled: “An. 


ordinance regulating al] matters 
concerning or pertaining .to the 
Construction, Alteration, Repairs or 
Additions to, Remodeling, Use or 


Occupancy of Buildings or their 


Parts and Structures of Every Na- 
ture in the City of Lansing, Mich- 
igan; Providing for Condemnation 
and Stoppage of the use thereof, 
and Wrecking of the same, Creating 
the Offices of Building Commission- 
er, Assistant Building Commissioner 
and City Electrician, and Providing 


‘for the Office of the Building De- 


partment, Repealing all former Or- 
dinances conflicting therewith,” 
passed by the City Council of the 
City of Lansing, April 27, 1921. 

Section i. The City of Lansing 
ordains: That section 823 of the 
ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
regulating all matters concerning or 
pertaining to the Construction, Al- 
teration, Repairs or Additions to, 
kKemodeling, Use or Occupancy of 
Nuildings or their Parts and Struc- 
tures of Every Nature in the City 
of Lansing, Michigan: Providing for 
Condemnation and Stoppage of the 
use thereof, and Wrecking of the 
same. Creating the Offices of Build 
ing Commissioner, Assistant Build- 
ing Commissioner and City Biec- 
tiician, and Providing for the Office 
of the Building Department. Re- 
pealing all former Ordinances con- 
fiicting therewith,” is hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: 

Section 823. It shell be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to hereafter locate, build, alter or 
construct any building or place to 
be used as a saloon. packing house, 
rendering plant, scap factory, tan- 
nery, smoke house or place for cur- 
ing fish or meat, milk depot, bakery, 
blacksmith shop, foundry. maghine 
shop, foundry combined with” ma- 
chine shop, factory, warehouse, 
laundry run ‘%y machinery, dry- 
cleaning plant. medical dispensary, 
public garage, livery stable, gasoline 
filling station, second-hand store or 
junk yard grocery or meat market, 
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on any lot fronting on any street in 
any location in the City in which 
one-half or more of the buildings 
on both sides of the street for a 
distance ot 300 feet in each direc- 
tion along such street are occu- 
pied exclusively for residence pur- 
poses, or to ocate, build, alter or 
construct within 100 feet of such 
street any building, structure or 
place for any of the above purpos- 
es, Without the written consent of 
the owners of more than half the 
frontage on both sides of such 
street for a distance of 300 feet 
in each direction along such street 
from the ‘site under consideration 
for such purposes. 


An Ordinance to license and regu- 
late the operation of interurban 
and suburban motor buses within 
the limits of the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Definitions. The fol- 
lowing words shal have the mean- 
ings given to them in this section. 
‘ The words ‘motor. bus” — shall 
mean and include any motor ve- 
hicle engaged in the business of 
affordimg suburban or interurban 
transportation by indiscriminately 
accepting or discharging passengers 
as they may offer themselves for 
transportation along the way or 
course, route or routes, street or 
streets, on which it is used or oper- 
ated or may be running, and for 
which service fares are charged, re- 
ceived or permitted to be donated. 

The word “person” shall mean 
and include any person, firm or cor- 
poration. 

'* The words “suburban or interur- 
ban transportation” shall mean 
and include the transportation of a 
passenger or passengers from any 
point in the City of Lansing to any 
point outside of the city, or the 
transportation of a passenger or 
passengers from any point outside 


of the City of Lansing to any point’ 


within said city, wherein a street 
or streets in the said city of Lan- 
sing, or any part of said street, Is 
traversed in so doing. 

Section 2. Routes. Al) persons 
operating and driving suburban or 
interurban motor buses upon the 
etreets of the City of Lansing shall 
operate the same according to the 
follawing directions and the follow- 
ing routes, and any person operat- 
img such motor bus shall not accept 
or @Macharge passengers in the city 
limits upon any other street or 
gtreets except those named in said 
routes, to-wit: 

Route to the East—From Ottawa 
street and Grand avenue north to 
Shiawassee street, east on Shiawas- 
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see street to Pennsylvania avenue, 
north on Pennsylvania avenue to 
Sheridan street, east on Sheridan 
street to city limits. 

Route to the South—From Grand 
avenue and Ottawa street, north on 
Grand avenue to Shiawassee street, 
east on Shiawassee rtreet to Cedar 
street, south on Cedar street to city 
limits. 

Route to the North-——Froem Grand 
avenue and Ottawa street, north on 
Giand avenue to Shiawassee street, 
east on Shiawassee atreet to Larch 
street, north on Larch street to Fer- 
ris street, east on Ferris street to 
East street, north to the city limits. 

Route to the West-—-From Ottawa 
Street and Grand avenue, north te 
Saginaw street, west on Saginaw 
street to the city limits or north 
on Grand avenue to Saginaw street, 
east on Saginaw street to Center 
street, north on Center atreet to 
Beaver street. west on Beaver 
street to Turner street, north on 
Turner street to North street, weart 
on North street to the city limits. 

Route to the Southwest—From 
Ottawa street and Grand avenue 
south on Grand avenue to Main 
Street, west on Main street to cHy 
limits. 

Second route to the Southwest— 
From Ottawa street and Grand ave- 
nue, north on Grand avenue to 
Shiawassee street, east on Shiawaa- 
see street to Cedar street, south 
on Cedar street to Mount Hope ave- 
nue, west on Mount Hope avenue tu 
\Washington avenue, south on Wash« 
ington avenue to the city ltimits. 

Section 3 Penalty. Any persun 
who shall violate any of the pro 
visions of this ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanoy 
and upon conviction thereof rchall 
be punished by a ftne not excd& 
ing one hundred ($100) dollars and 
costs of suit or by imprisonment In 
the city jail of said city. for a 
period of not more than sixty (6% 
days, or both such fine and Impri 
onment within the dfscretion of the 
court. 

Section 6. Change of Rowte 
Should it be necessary at any tine 
for persons operating said buses 
to traverse other streets than those 
named in said route by reason of 
the streets being out of repair of 
in case of any emergency making 
it impractical to traverse the 
streets named in said routes. then 
they shall traverse such temporary¥ 
routes as may be designated by - 
Police Department of the City 
Lansing, under the direction of th@ 
City Council.

Fifth: The City shall not erect, 
nor permit to be erected, any struc- 
ture or obstruction of any kind. 
temporary or otherwise, over or 
above said tracks, or any of them,

Central and the Grand Trunk in 
writing: and wiil use such means 
and care as will tend to avoid ac- 
cident.

(c) If caused under circumstan- 
ces not mentioned in subdivisions 
(a) and (b) hereof, then each party 
shall bear all loss, damage, injury 
and death to its own property, prop- 
erty in its separate care or custody 
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and to its agents, servants or em- 
ployes; and all! other loss of or dam- 
age to property and injury to or 
death of person, to whomsoever be- 
longing or occurring, shall be borne 
by the parties hereto equally, share 
and share alike. 


As between the parties hereto, 
each hereby agrees that it will pay 
or defend all claims for which it is 
by the foregoing provisions of this 
Section made answerable, and will 
indemnify and save the other par-
